According  to  Terrell  Hunt, 
chairman  of  the  program,  classes 
hopefully  will  be  small  in  size  and 
discussion  oriented.  The  courses 
selected  were  determined  from  a 
poll  of  the  student  body  taken  by 
the  Cougar  Club.

Classes  for  the  first  session  will 
begin  Monday,  Feb.  16,  Tuesday, 
Feb.  17  and  Wednesday,  Feb.  18. 


composition  of  vehicle  fuels,  and 
ordered  a 5-year  research  program 
to  develop  a pollution-free 
automobile. 

Nixon  sought  nationwide 
federal  enforcement  powers 
against  both  air  and  water 
pollution,  to  be  armed  with  the 
threat  of  court-imposed  fines  of 
$ 1 0,000  a day  against  violators. 

He  singled  out  junk  automobiles 
as  one  of  the  major  solid  waste 
problems  and  directed  his  new 
Environmental  Quality  Council  to 
find  ways  of  prom'oting  their 
prompt  scrapping,  so  they  would 
not  clutter  up  the  landscape. 

Nixon  said  the  price  of  an 
automobile  “should  include  not 
only  the  cost  of  producing  it,  but 
also  the  cost  of  disposing  of  it.” 

Nixon  also  proposed  a 
movement  to  carve  out  new  park 
and  recreation  lands. 

One  approach  would  be  to  step 
up  federal  and  state  purchases  of 
land  for  parks  and  recreation 
through  full  use  of  the  Land  and 
Water  Conservation  Fund. 

The  other  half  of  his  plan  was 
to  see  whether  some  of  the  land 
already  owned  by  the  federal 
government-one-third  of  all  the 
land  in  the  nation— could  be 
adapted  or  converted  to  park  use, 
or  sold  to  raise  maney  to  create 
new  parks.

The  problems  which  crop  up 
most  often  are  damage  to 
furniture,  walls,  or  carpeting  and 
deposits  and  rent  claims.  Students 
often  feel  damages  are 
over-valued,  while  the  landlord 
claims  he  is  entitled  to  that 
amount. 

When  students  move  out  of 
apartments,  problems  occur  as 
landlords  insist  an  apartment  has 
not  been  cleaned  enough  to 
warrant  a deposit  refund,  and 
students  insist  they  have  cleaned 
it  sufficiently  and  are  entitled  to 
the  refund. 

Promised  repairs  and  cleaning 
by  landlords  which  aren’t  done 
are  frequent  complaints. 

Jones  said  landlord-student 
meetings  usually  settle 
disagreements.  If  such  a meeting 
does  not  solve  the  situation,  the 
adjustment  board  is  called. 

All  Provo  landlords  have  agreed 
to  abide  by  the  decision  of  the 
board.

Today  in  the  LARAMIE  BOOMERANG  (the  daily  newspaper)  I read 
an  article  that  said  the  student  leaders  at  Colorado  State  have  asked 
Governor  Love  of  Coloraido  to  investigate  the  violent  demonstrations  at 
the  BYU-CSU  game.  But,  not  investigate  in  the  way  you  might  think! 
(Catch  this!)  Ron  Heard  a spokesman  for  the  student  gov’t  is  asking 
Governor  Love  to  investigate  the  police  intervention  into  the 
demonstration.  He  blamed  all  of  the  violence  and  disruption  on  the 
Fort  Collins  police  who  were  ordered  onto  the  floor  when  university 
officials  had  apparently  promised  that  they  would  not  call  in  the  police 
if  the  demonstration  were  peaceful.  Now  it  is  true  that  the  firebomb 
and  the  piece  of  angle  iron  felling  a photographer  were  thrown  after  the 
police  arrived.  But  it  is  important  to  remember  that  the  demonstrators 
had  agreed  not  to  take  the_  floor  at  half-time.  It  is  important  to 
remember  that  they  were  asked  to  leave  the  floor,  which  they  refused, 
to  do.  They  were  then  warned  to  leave  the  floor  or  face  arrest. 
Somewhere  along  the  line  these  demonstrators  and  protestors  have 
gotten  the  idea  that  they  are  immune  from  the  laws  that  every  other 
citizen  must  abide  by. 

Where  does  it  say  in  the  Constitution,  or  the  laws  of  .the  land,  or 
state,  or  city,  or  anywhere  else,  that  any  group  of  any  color  or  any 
creed  has  the  right  to  walk  out  on  the  floor  where  people  have  paid  to 
see  an  athletic  contest,  or  walk  onto  a stage  where  people  have  paid  to 
see  a movie,  and  insult  the  patrons  with  obscene  and  vulgar  language, 
showing  disrespect  to  the  flag  and  National  Anthemn  by  turning  their 
backs  and  saluting  with  obscene  hand  gestures? 

Where  does  it  say  that  anyone  has  the  right  to  interrupt  a group  of 
marching  girls  and  confront  them  with  vulgar  gestures  and  abusive 
language?  One  black  went  so  far  as  to  undo  his  trousers  and  expose 
himself  to  the  girls  and  the  entire  crowd. 

Where  does  it  say  that  any  group  has  the  right  to  throw  raw  eggs  at  a 
basketball  player  or  any  other  performer?  Or  stand  in  a line  under  the 
basket  as  he  tries  to  warm  up  and  interfere  with  his  performance? 

Where  does  it  say  that  anyone  has  the  right  to  smuggle  angle  iron, 
pieces  of  steel  pipe  and  firebombs  into  a public  gathering  in 
anticipation  of  using  them? 

If  you  were  the  president  of  a university,  would  yo.u  allow  such  a 
group  on  your  floor  regardless  of  their  color,  regardless  of  what  they 
were  protesting?  Would  you  refrain  from  calling  in  the  police  to  remove 
them  as  was  suggested  by  the  BSA?  All  of  these  things  happened!  All  of 
these  things  happened  BEFORE  the  police  were  called  onto  the  floor! 
Police  arrived  just  as  sporadic  fights  began  to  occur  throughout  the 
auditorium;  fans  were  embarrassed,  ashamed,  enraged  at  what  they  saw. 
Police  arrived  after  the  abusive  group  refused  to  leave  the  floor.  Indeed, 
did  the  police  cause  the  disruption,  disorder  and  violence?  In  all 
honesty  would  you  have  called  the  police,  and  would  it  have  been  a 
great  deal  sooner? 

I am  not  denying  blacks  or  any  other  group  the  rigltt  to  dissent, 
protest  or  demonstrate  but  the  public  has  rights  also! 

The  public  has  the  right  to  be  protected  from  indecent  exposure,  to 
be  protected  from  foul  and  abusive  language  and  vulgar  gestures  and  to 
be  protected  from  people  with  concealed  weapons. 

People  attending  that  game  did  not  pay  money  to  be  insulted  and 
harrassed.  Some  parents  with  their  youngsters  at  their  side  fled  that 
demonstration  in  fear  of  their  very  lives. 

This  demonstration  was  forced  on  the  school  by  the  BSA  with  the 
threat  that  if  you  don’t  let  us  demonstrate,  you  will  have  to  pay  the 
consequences  in  violence.

Editor: 

Being  a recent  graduate  of  BYU, 

I have  been  concerned  by  news 
reports  that  indicate  that  a vast 
number  of  colleges  and-  college 
students  are  trying  to  segregate 
and  destroy  BYU  and  its  athletic 
program.  The  home  games  that  I 
witnessed  at  BYU  were  in  a 
different  environment  than 
out-of-town  games.

This  night  I beheld  a sight  I 
won’t  forget  soon.

Experiences  with  12  children 
ranging  from  the  engaged  age  to 
the  crawling  age  (twins) 
punctuated  the  talk  yesterday  of 
Mrs.  Jaynann  Payne,  a former 
Mrs.  Utah. 

“The  only  qualification  I have 
for  this  assignment  is  my  family,” 
the  Women’s  Week  speaker 
explained.  “It  doesn’t  take  very 
much  talent  to  hatch  12  children. 
The  talent  is  in  feeding  them 
appetizing  and  nourishing  spiritual 
food.” 

“I  Enjoy  Being  a Girl”  is  the 
theme  of  the  week,  and  Mrs. 
Payne  emphasized  that  although 
she  has  “made  all  the  mistakes 
possible  in  raising  children,  I still 
enjoy  being  a girl.” 

Women’s  curiosity  makes 
girlhood  enjoyable,  she  claimed. 
The  present  situation  of  women 
comes  because  Eve  was  curious 
and  “wasn’t  content  with  the 
arrangement  of  the  fruit  in  the 
garden.”  Yet,  although  she 
condoned  the  curiosity  of  Eve, 
she  cautions  women  not  to  risk 
“being  who  we  are  for  the 
traditions  of  the  world.” 

She  told  of  her  daughter  Nancy 
who  watched  her  apply  her  face 
wrinkle  “goop”  and  then  said,  “It 
doesn’t  help  much  does  it. 
Mommy?”  “How  many  of  us  are 
content  with  out  figures  and 
faces?”  laughed  Mrs.  Payne,  then 
added,  “Some  women  are  never 


content  to  be  content;  we  call 
them  nags.” 

“You  can’t  nag  men  into  the 
celestial  kingdon,”  she  cautioned. 
“But  you  can  entice  them  to  take 
you  there.” 

“The  important  thing  is  never 
to  be  content  with  our 
imperfections,”  she  said  she  has 
decided,  and  quoting  a friend,  she 
added,  “Perfection  is  an  attitude. 
Perfection  is  a direction,  the 
perfection  direction.” 

Constantly  stressing  that  “What 
happens  inside  of  you  is  more 
important,”  she  used  examples 
from  her  experiences  in  the  Mrs. 
America  contest,  where  she  placed 
third. 

She  claims  to  have  learned  a 
lesson  in  the  importance  of  inner 
beauty  when  she  left  her  banner 
at  home.  “They  bawled  me  out 
and  thought  I was  a disgrace  to 
my  state.  Hastily,  she  made  her 
own  with  lead  pencil  that  smeared 
all  over  her  suit  just  as  she  was 
ready  to  meet  the  press. 

You  are  the  most  beautiful 
women  in  the  world,”  she  told  her 
audience  of  BYU  coeds,  and  then 
proceeded  to  define  inner  beauty. 

“Beauty  is  a cool  hand  on  a hot 
forehead.  Beauty  is  concern  for 
others.  Beauty  is  kindness.  Beauty 
is  being  in  tune  with  the  spirit.” 

Motherhood,  she  explained,  is 
one  of  the  reasons  she  is  “glad  to 
be  a girl.” 

“You’ll  look  into  your  baby’s 
face  and  the  whole  wonder  of  the 
universe  ...  a testimony  of  God 
will  be  in  your  baby’s  face.” 

Love  is  the  major  lesson  she  has 
learned  from  her  children.  In  a fit 


of  temper,  her  small  daughter  told 
her,  “You  better  love  me,  because 
you're  in  real  trouble  if  you 
don’t.”  “And  we  are  in  trouble  if 
we  don’t,”  she  added. 

Mrs.  Payne  concluded  that  she 
was  glad  to  be  a girl,  “because 
girls  can  become  queens . . . who 
live  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.”

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Noted  Doctor  Speaks  On  The  Need  For  Artificial  Organs  |9

Introduced  by  Ralph  Bradley  as 
the  father  of  the  artificial  kidney, 
recipient  of  more  than  20  awards, 
holder  of  four  degrees  from 
prominent  universities  and  author 
of  more  than  300  publications. 
Dr.  Willem  V.  Kolff  made  this 
all-inclusive  statement  in  his 
speech  on  “Artificial  Organs  in 
the  70’s.” 

At  the  BYU  Alpha  Epsilon 
Delta  Club  Meeting,  where  the 
speech  was  given.  Dr.  Kolff  began 
his  talk  with  statistics  on  renal 
(kidney)  diseases  and  mortality 
rates,  demonstrating  the,  need  for 
an  artificial  kidney. 

“Forty  thousand  deaths  result 
every  year  from  renal  diseases  in 
the  United  States.  At  this 
moment,  it  costs  the  average 
American  $10,000  to  receive  a 
kidney  transplant,  and  that’s  not 
counting  the  $5,000-$20,000  cost 
a year  to  keep  up  the  treatment 
for  it,”  said  Dr.  Kolff. 


Up  until  this  time,  kidney 
transplants  were  the  only  hope  of 
the  thousands  afflicted.  Though 
there  was  a 60  per  cent  chance  of 
living  with  such  a kidney,  there 
weren’t  enough  donor  kidneys  of 
the  right  type  for  the  afflicted 
individuals,  thus  resulting  in  their 
deaths.  He  has  had  several  patients 
himself  who  are  still  living  after 
five  years  from  the  kidney 
transplanting  operation. 

Life  and  death  committees  were 
created  to  decide  who  would 
. receive  kidney  transplantation  on 
the  basis  of  age  and  standing  as  a 
person  in  the  community.  Dr. 
Kolff  said  he  believed  such  action 
to  be  “unethical”  and  devised  a 
less  expensive  way  to  keep  a 
person  suffering  from  a renal 
disease  alive. 

Using  a washing  machine  as  a 
basin,  he  designed  a dialysis 
machine  which  separated  the  urea 
from  the  blood,  a function 
normally  carried  out  by  the 
kidney. 


For  $362,  twenty-two  patients 
now  use  such  machines  three 
times  a week  in  their  own  home. 

Since  moving  to  Salt  Lake,  Dr. 
Kolff  has  produced  a few  more 
from  the  nose  cones  of  airplanes. 

This  and  other  developments 
fulfill  predictions  Dr.  Kolff  made 
in  1964  centering  around  the 
possibility  of  an  artificial  kidney. 

Going  beyond  even  his 
expectations,  though,  is  the  recent 
inventionofthe  nylon  human  cell. 
Not  only  does  the  cell  carry  out 
the  process  of  oxygenation,  but  it 
can  be  injected  into  the  human  ' 
system  with  enzymes  that  can 
produce  some  interesting  new 
enzyme  action,  according  to  Dr. 
Kolff. 

“The  artificial  heart  will  be  a 
definite  outcome  of  research 
going  on  at  this  moment,” 
reported  Dr.  Kolff.  The  necessity 
for  an  artificial  heart,  rather  than
